ney revenue bill. 


Tho Madison soft drink magnate 


has made half a "dozen

Washington since last spring in nn 
effort to obtain reductions in the 
beverage tax.

the board of directors of the Na- 
tional Bottling association and as

that organization appeared before 
tho house committee on ways and 
means and the senate committee on 
iiiuinco to urge a cut in the tax. 


Under tho present law, beverages 


like root beer, coca cola, ginger ale 
and other soft drinks are subject to 
a 10 per cent tax levied upon the 
manufacturer when the goods are 
sold to tho retailer. This tax has

consumer and has "been one o'f tlie 
factors in boosting prices at the 
fountain.

of the gymnasium for

Nearing lecture. The duty of grant- 
ing or refusing a room for such 
purposes rests with the president, 
and the faculty never heard of the 
application. 
The second paragraph purports 


10 state what the "authorities con- 
tended" in-the case of Scott Is ear. 
ing. I discussed the matter with 
the representatives of the Social 
Science club. Not a word was said 
by any of us along the lines stated 
in your editorial. Nothing was said 
by any one regarding Scott Near- 
ing's war record, and his "revolu- , 
t'onary" views, if they exist, were 
not so much as mentioned, ims 
whole story, so far as it relates to 
the only "authority in the case, is a 
work of pure imagination. 


The third paragraph states that 


a "group of students" desired to 
hear Scott Nearine and was re- 
fused a ohance in the university 
buildings. This also is a statement 
conveying no truth. If the Social 
Science club had asked for a room 
in which its membership might 
meet and hear Scott Nearing I 
should have granted the room at 
once. This was not what they asked; 
they asked for the gymnasium, not 
for their "own group" but in order 
that this group might be aided in 
its work among the students 
at 


large. They asked" not for the op- 
portunity to hear for themselves 
and to learn, but for a university 
platform from which their speaker 
might present their views to the 
university and the public. In effect, 
they demand that their group shall 
.ave the right to select its speakers 
and that the university shall fur- 
nish a public platform for them on 
penalty of attack and abuse if the 
choice is not ratified without.ques- 
tion.

It is pri per to add that the Social 


Science club Is the only campus or- 
ganization which takes this posi- 
tion. All others recognize that the 
privilege of havjng a university 
platform 
is one that is "affected 


with a public interest;" that if the 
university is to be asked to admit 
a man to the privileges of teaching 
its gtudents by a lecture or address 
it has some right to-be consulted as 
to speaker and xubjec.t.

Dorothy Canfield Reveals 


What "Main Street" 


Might Have Been 


'•The Brimming Cup," by Dorothy 


Canaeld (Fisher.) 
It is difficult to get away from 


the idea that this book was written 
with a purpose, as "Main Street" 
or the Interchurch Report of the 
Steel Strike, but not as a Beethov- 
en Sonata, was written. There are 
groups of ideas militant throughout. 


Yet it is not inartistic. In spite 


of her social consc.ieuce, Mrs. Fish- 
er has given life to the .people in 
Tier book, so that you can hear 
their voices when they speak. This 
is one of the striking facts about 
it; Neale and Marsh and Marise 
have personal vitality 
in spite of 


the service they have been called to 
perform. 


The style is suggestive, and the 


scenes, particularly the significant 
ones, are small, hmtfng ones. This 
lightness of touch is a distinct ad- 
vantage upon the treatment of "The 
Bent Twig," and remarkable in so 
tie real unity; it is extremely full 
earnest a booi. Tin work has lit- 
of material, aad the author seems 
to lj>k the Spartan quality of rigid 
selectiveness in turning out what is 
not absolutely significant. 


M/;. Fisher has airxed for Marise 


a rich nature, imaginative, sympa- 
thetic, and hiphly artistic, and for 
Neale a sturdier, straightcr soul, 


and watched them go through some j 
of the vicissitudes of married life 
together, watched tTiem always on 
the basis of the ideal they had set 
before, themselves m the beginning, 
that they would help each other al-

"The work of the university 
in 


older'days was-to train clerks—to 
produce the educated 
class in a 


stratified society, he said. "It fur- 
nishes its students with clerkship, 
with the knowledge proper to clerks 
with the training which fitted them 
to enter the guild of learning, 


''As society 
became democratic 


and lost class distinctions and privi- 
leges, the university 
began 
more 


and more to furnish knowledge of 
immediate applications in practical 
life and in the interpretation of spe- 
cific 'Social problems. 
Such knowl- 


edge-may be called academic mer- 
chandise, subject to 
popular de- 


mand and 
intended for immediate 


consumption. 


"Thus two ideals are now at work 


in the universities, the historic ideal 
of clerkship and the modern ideal of 
merchandise. Under these condi- 
tions the problem for the -university 
is how to preserve its older historic 
ideal in strength and vigor, and at 
the same time to serve the needs of 
the day. For the demands of imme- 
diate usefulness made by public and 
students alike threaten to crowd out I tract of mason work and plaster- 
the older learning and to reduce the

university to an institution whose 
value is almost wholly economic."

Wars Are Failures 
(By PROF. M. C. OTTO) 


t1 VEN in the contemporary world of 
•*-J aggressive uncertainty some things 
are established. One of these is that the 
world war, judged by the ideals we set 
before ourselves, was ;i failure, probably 
the most stupendous failure of history. 
We were to do away with war, we were 
to inaugurate democracy as a world prin- 
ciple, we were to lift men to a new level 
of brotherhood. It is now notorious that 
we failed and failed completely to realize 
any of these great ends. 


Nor is this the measure of our defeat. 


The worst is not that we failed to realize 
our ideals, but that we lost them. The 
vast majority of those who recently were 
enthusiastic idealists either have become 
indifferent to the idealism that domi- 
nated them or have lost faith in the prac- 
ticality of that idealism or have given j 
themselves whole heartedly to the very 
philosophy against which they claimed to 
take the field. 
It is loss enough that 


Europe faces bankruptcy and that un- 
numbered children have starved and are 
starving; loss indeed beyond the imagin- 
ation of any man to appreciate. It is loss 
enough that life and youth and genius lie 
housed in millions of premature graves; 
loss indeed beyond the wit of any man 
to compute. But the supreme loss is this: 
(hat our war-time idealism lies buried 
with those who died flying its banners. 


Now what was responsible for this un- 


fortunate turn of affairs? 
There are 


many people who think the answer a very 
simple one. According to these people 
we never had any ideals; we went into 
the war for what v?e could get out of it, 
in terms of money adventure or revenge. 
I find it imposnible to read the facts in 
this way. As it seems to me, the mass of 
American people were never before on 
•uch a scale or so profoundly dedicated 
to the cause of a better world. There are 
others who believe that while this was 
true of the mass of people it was not true 
of their leaders. The powerful person- 
alities in whose hands the conduct of af- 
fairs was placed had no such dream. They 
looked upon this war as upon all wars, 
as a struggle for spoils and power. They 
never for a moment aimed at anything 
else. While there is probably more truth 
in this interpretation than in the other, 
it too fails to go to the bottom. As it 
seems to me, the central reason why we 
failed so utterly to achieve the end we had 
in mind was because in this case as in so 
many others great and small, the mass 
of us and many of our leaders too, mis- 
took a slogan, a phrase for a program of 
action; mistook the emotional thrill got 
from thinking and talking about a thing 
for the thing itself. We said to one an- 
other, We must make the world safe for 
democracy. Had we clarified that phrase 
into a clear concept? We hafl not. Did 
we have any idea how we were going to 
actualize it concretely? We did not. Con- 
sequently, when the end of the war over- 
took us, as its beginning had overtaken 
1-6 when the time came for us to put our 
ic'.eal into effect, we were bewildered and 
lost. And then those who had no dream 
but did have a concrete scheme of oper- 
ation had1 their way. 


Today we face another crisis. Some of 


the world's most powerful men, pushed 
by powerful forces, are to meet in Wash- 
ington to deliberate on disarmament. 
What they decide will be momentous for 
hunjan weal or woe. But it is not this 
meeting I refer to as the crisis. The 
crisis is this: will we once more be satis- 
fied with a phrase and with the feelings 
it arouses, or will we go behind the phrase 
to the reality. For once more a slogan 
is passing from lip to lip. That slogan 
is, as you know, disarmament. It was ;. 
whisper at first, hardly heard; then a 


clearly audible murmer; it may soon be 
a shout, echoing from one end of the 
country to another. And the danger is 
that the mass of us and our many lead- 
ers will mistake participation 
in the 


shouting for a solution of the problem 
which the shouting reflects but does not 
solve. 


The great need of the present moment 


therefore is for all of us to see behind the 
disarment movement to something more 
ultimate. Armaments are symptoms, not 
the disease. The disease is war; that's 
what we want to cure. And war cannot 
be cured by shouting, any more than any 
other disease-can be. We must study the 
causes of it, which is all unsound, a false 
philosophy of life. The task is no simp- 
ler than that. 


I call your attention to the leading ar- 


ticle in The Independent for Oct. 22, in 
which Mr. Knappen tells us that we 
Americans may cheerfully support dis- 
armament. For the next war will be a 
type of gas-warfare which will render all 
the present equipment obsolete. And in 
this new type of war-fare we are far 
ahead of all" other nations. Let disarma- 
ment go on then. We have everything to 
gain, and nothing to lose. This shows 
how misleading a-disarmament plan may- 
be. 
; 


Let us then throw ourselves into the 


disarmament movement. 
The reasons 


for this step are being supplied to you. 
But let us remember that this is only a 
skirmish. The real battle is something 
else. In the face of this great human 
crisis let us for once change our facial 
expression: in place of closing our eyes 
and opening our months blindly to swal- 
low whatever is offered for our consump- 
tion, let us close our mouths and open 
cur eyes determined to see what we bite 
into. 
Above all, let us keep our eyes 


fastened upon the great vision of a new 
social and international spirit, and a new 
social and international order; and let us 
dedicate ourselves to our share of the 
labor and sacrifice 
necessary 
to 
its 


achievement as a reality.

faith, that The Mosaic law was founded on 
common sense and justice. Neither can moon- 
shiners convince us that /'legalized booze" 
ii> 


the cause of more sobriety, honesty and decency 
in the world; or that sale of booze promotes 
good order, prosperity or virtue, in a commu- 
nity. 


Repealing all laws would not lessen the acts 


of violence which follow in the wake of war— 
(automobiles, too much money and a craze for 
excitement!) . 


Crimes aro not the result of law. Laws are 


enacted because of crimes, and misdemeanors. 
. Let us keep this in mind, whoever may have 
voted or worked for a law which is now part 
of our "Government" quite as much as the laws 
governing suffrage.—M. P. Wheeler, Windsor, 
Wis.

Beginning of Wisconsin's Greatest 


THE CHINESE FOURTH OF JULY 


C 


HINESE '"independence day" was celebrat- 


ed over the world, wherever Chinese are 
gathered, on Oct. 10. As this is the tenth 


day of the tenth month, they call it "the double 
ten." 
This being the tenth anniversary of the 


proclamation of a Chinese republic, it could well 
be called "the triple ten." 
' I attended a celebration of this event by the I 
Chinese students of Columbia and New York 
universities and the Brooklyn Polytechnic, well 
over a hundred of them, together with at least 
as many invited guests, many of them American 
residents of China, all of them interested in 
some special way in the fortunes of the Chinese 
republic. 


The Chinese students are a remarkable lot. 


If they are typical of Chinese students gener- 
ally, China's future is certainly assured. If 
they are the selected best, then China must 
have discovered some better way of picking out 
her promising students than we have evolved in 
America. These students, men and women alike, 
are strong, alert, fine-grained, practical think- 
ers, intense yet restrained, genial entertainers 
yet profoundly serious, broad in outlook yet in- 
tensely patriotic. 


Chinese students in America are well organ- 


ized. They pass back and forth a good deal. 
Knowing a number of them, I nuet familiar 
f'ii'i.s in B^'.oit, Chicago, Columbia; no do':bt 
the same thing would be true ir. every univer- 
sity. They have their own rublicauons, tVit 
secretarial leaders, and their club life, yet with- 
out an exclusive spirit. Able and successful, 
they yet seem, to be genuinely public-minded. 
They are a fine lot. 


This celebration the other night was partly by 


way of entertainment, with exhibitions of native 
music and gymnastics. 
But the most enthusi- 


asm was called out by the speeches. 
One of 


these was by Prof. John Dewey, a 
careful 


American observer who has spent the last two 
years in China. Two were by Chinamen, who 
expressed themselves in English as clearly, in- 
terestingly and solidly as any American student 
I ever heard. One of these, P. C. Chang, still a 
very young man, who has been acting head of 
Narikai University, is a powerful speaker and 
leader. These men are under no illusions as to 
the unfinished program of democracy in China, 
and the obstacles to Chinese independence. Fi- 
nancially, commercially and 
diplomatically 


China is not independent. The Versailles pledge 
that the territorial integrity and commercial in- 
dependence of China must be guaranteed and 
preserved, was sheer hypocricy. China has a 
long way to go from the name of democracy to 
its substance, both internally and 
externally. 


But with such leadership as these hundreds 'of 
students are pouring into the country year by 
year, a good national life will surely develop 
within her if only the predatory governments of 
the world give her a decent chance from the 
outside. For this reason the Chinese in America 
are organizing a tremendous drive on the com- 
ing armistice day conference 
of the . Allis in 


Washington. They are too wise to expect much, 
but they are hoping much and working earnest- 
ly. 


It is America's opportunity. We have helped 


internally, for nearly half of these students are 
being educated by means of the surplus of the 
boxer indemnity fund which the United States 
so wisely returned. It is now our duty to make 
our professed open door policy effective, and to 
secure for China genuine independence. By 
doing so we will provide her the opportunity for 
sound development, and may well secure for the 
endless future a constructive instead, of a de- 
structive relation between the yellow raw and 
the white. 


The Washington conference, meeting on the 


eleventh day of the eleventh month, would then 
add to China's double ten a more glorious 
eleven.

Dewey expresses personally the feeling that the 
outlook in China is actually more encouraging 
than it is just now in the United States.

It will oe in the highest 
and best sense a memorial to those who fought 
in the war, as it keeps alive in successive gen- 
erations of students the patriotism and the 
sacrifice which are their country's due. 


I therefore commend the undertaking to the 


university and urge their hearty and loyal co- 
operation in the ceremonial of dedication on 
Saturday, Nov. 5, and their generous respect to 
the appeal of the campaign."

Tiie most remarkable feature of the catering 


department is the Tap. Room. The room has 
152 scats, a self-serve counter, and a soda- 
fountain bai-. In this room the patronage aver- 
ages 2,200 a day, and 1,500 a day for the soft- 
drink bar. The tap room designation is based 
upon a psychological principle. The bar has a 
foot-rail like an old-style liquor bar, and the 
students stand with foot on the rail and call 
for soda or sundae with all the nonchalance 
and abandon of the veteran.

Union is to be built, and in addition gave the 
grounds now occupied by the President's resi- 
dence and the clinic; probably about $225,000 
worth of real estate.
